MRS.  PEARL  SETZER  DEAL 


On  July  31,  1954,  death  claimed  Pre- 
sident Emeritus,  Dr.  Pleasant  E.  Mon- 
roe. Having  served  as  acting  president 
in  1925  and  1926  and  president  from 
1934-1949,  Dr.  Monroe  endeared  himself 
to  those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact. 
His  abiding  faith,  deep  interest  in  stu- 
dents and  contributions  to  our  college 
will  always  remain  as  a  memorial  to 
him. 

The  Rev.  Harry  D.  Hawthorne,  an 
alumnus  of  Lenoir  Rhyne,  has  written 
a  tributv  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Monroe. 

"We  thank  God  for  one  so  devout 
that  he  remained  humble,  so  selfless 
that  his  concern  always  was  for  others, 
so  sincere  that  his  life  was  a  glowing 
inspiration  to  each  and  everyone,  so 
steadfast  in  the  faith  that  difficulties 
did  not  deter  him  but  rather  spurred 
him  to  greater  effort.  'Well  done,  good 
and  faithful  servant'." 

The  funeral  was  held  in  St.  Andrew's, 
the  college  church  on  August  1,  and  in- 
terment was  in  Oak  wood  cemetary. 


Mrs.  Pearl  Setzer  Deal,  English  and 
dramatics  instructor  for  twenty-five 
years  at  Lenoir  Rhyne,  died  August  23, 
1954. 

"Teacher,"  as  she  was  lovingly  called 
by  her  students,  organized  and  directed 
the  Lenoir  Rhyne  Playmakers  which, 
during  her  directorship  became  actively 
affiliated  with  the  Carolina  Dramatics 
Association  and  Alpha  Psi  Omega,  Na- 
tional Dramatics  Fraternity. 

In  addition  to  her  work  here,  Mrs. 
Deal  wrote  several  dramatic  plays,  his- 
torical and  religious  pageants,  and  nu- 
merous poems. 

Mrs.  Deal's  passing  imprints  a  deep 
and  loving  memory  upon  our  hearts. 
Her  life  exemplifies  the  lines  by  an- 
other poet,  William  Cullen  Bryant: 

"So  live,  that  when  thy  summons 
comes  to  join  the  inumerable  cara- 
van ..." 
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Final  Plans  Set  Georgia  Senior  Elected 

For  L  R  Fund  Drive     Miss  Lenoir  knvne 


Lenoir  Rhyne  college  will  launch  a  $1,- 
500,000  campaign  for  funds  for  building 
expansion  and  endowment  beginning  Jan- 
uary 1,  1955,  and  continuing  through  June. 
This  announcement  was  made  recently  by 
Dr.  Harry  E.  Isenhour  of  Salisbury,  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  college; 
Dr.  Voigt  R.  Cromer,  Hickory,  president 
of  the  college;  and  the  Rev.  Frank  K. 
Efird,  Salisbury,  chairman  of  the  directing 
committee  of  the  board. 

Formal  action  approving  the  campaign 
and  the  dates  was  taken  at  a  meeting  of 
the  board  of  trustees  in  special  session  at 
St.  John's  Lutheran  church,  Salisbury, 
Thursday,  September  30.  Dr.  F.  L.  Con- 
rad of  Salisbury,  president  of  the  United 
Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  North 
Carolina,  announced  that  the  dates  of  the 
campaign  had  been  cleared  and  approved 
by  the  executive  committee  of  the  Synod. 

Approved  By  Synod 

Approval  of  the  campaign  was  given  the 
college  at  the  meeting  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Synod  held  in  Greensboro  last  May. 

The  board  of  trustees,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  directing  committee  of  the 
campaign,  unanimously  voted  to  engage 
the  services  of  Ward,  Wells,  Dreshman  and 
Reinhardt  of  New  York  City,  pioneer  or- 
ganization in  college  fund  raising  cam- 
paigns in  the  country. 

Campaign  headquarters  will  be  opened 
at  the  college  early  in  January.  The  first 
part  of  the  designated  period  will  be  de- 
voted to  setting  up  the  appeal  organization 
and  other  preparatory  steps.  The  general 
solicitation  will  be  made  throughout  the 
territory  of  the  college  constituency  dur- 
ing April  and  May.

The  formal  opening  of  the  Sixty-Fourth 
session  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  was 
held  Friday  Sept.  10  in  St.  Andrews 
Church   on  the   college   campus. 

Greetings  were  extended  to  the  student 
body  by  the  HonQrable  Donald  S. 
Menzies,  representing  the  city  of  Hickory; 
The  Reverend  Dwight  Conrad,  President 
of  the  Hickory  Ministerial  Association, 
spokesman  for  the  Churches  of  the  city; 
and  Mr.  Don  Woolly,  president  of  the 
Student  Body,  representing  the  organiza- 
tions of  the  campus. 

Dr.  Voigt  Cromer,  President  of  Lenoir 
Rhyne,  extended  a  warm  welcome  in  be- 
half of  the  college  administration,  staff 
and   faculty. 

President  Cromer's  inspiring  remarks 
to  the  first  assembly  of  the  student  body 
urged  the  students  to  know,  to  seek  and 
pursue  "The  Highest  Values"  as  they 
tread   the   road  of  higher  education. 

"The  cost  of  a  college  education  in  dol- 
lars and  cents  is  quite  a  sizable  sum  but 
much  more  important  is  the  realization 
that  a  student  gives  four  years  of  his 
time  in  this  preparation,"  stated  the 
speaker.

When  these  values 
are  found  and  recognized,  we  are  to  hold 
fast  to  them,  and  pursue  with  vigor  the 
job  of  preparing  ourselves  for  worthwhile 
service  in  our  chosen  vocation  or  profes- 
sion," Dr.  Cromer  pointed  out. 

"The  Highest  Values  are  always  those 
which  are  centered  in  Christ,"  the  speak- 
er concluded.  He  further  urged  the  stu- 
dents  to  seek  out  and  pursue  these  Christ

Chinese  Boy  To  L  R 

A  wave  of  enthusiasm  swept  the  stu- 
dent body  of  Lenoir  Rhyne  College  in 
the  middle  of  September  when  they 
learned  that  they  had  positive  proof  that 
the  bottle  messages  they  floated  behind 
the  Bamboo  Curtain  in  February  1952, 
had  reached  their  objective.  The  positive 
proof  was  revealed  when  William  Wong, 
a  Chinese  student  who  now  makes  his 
home  in  Tokyo,  Japan,  registered  at  the 
local   college. 

William's  father,  who  has  been  em- 
ployed by  the  department  of  Army  Psy- 
chological warfare  since  the  families  flight 
from  China,  was  given  a  Lenoir  Rhyne 
letter  by  a  refugee  in  December  1953.  The 
father  was  so  overwhelmed  by  the  friend- 
ly attitude  of  the  letters  to  the  Chinese 
people  that  he  vowed  that  his  son  would 
attend  Lenoir  Rhyne.  His  dream  came 
true  when  William  registered  here  in 
September. 

Bill  graduated  from  Narimasu,  the 
American  school  for  Dependents  in 
Tokyo.  He  will  be  a  physics  major  at 
Lenoir  Rhyne  and  after  his  graduation 
he  hopes  to  attend  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology  to  complete  work 
for  his  masters  degree  in  this  field.  He 
is  a  ping-pong  player  of  the  championship 
class  ar.d  olans  to  go  out  for  the  guard 
position    on    the    basketball    team.

Speak- 
er for  the  event  was  the  Rev.  Richard 
C.  Hoefler  who  is  professor  of  Homiletics 
and  Liturgies  in  the  department  of  Prac- 
tical Theology  at  the  Southern  Seminary 
in   Columbia,   S.   C. 

Professor  Hoefler  studied  at  Oxford 
University,  England,  for  his  Bachelor  of 
Letters  degree,  and  has  made  several 
trips  to  Europe  where  he  traveled  behind 
the  Iron  Curtain  and  talked  with  young 
people  concerning  their  views  of  Com- 
munism, Democracy,  and  Christianity. 
After  his  return  to  America  he  became 
professor  of  speech  at  Whittenburg  Col- 
lege. In  1953  he  went  to  Princeton  Sem- 
inary and  received  his  Master  of  Theol- 
ogy  Degree. 

Beginning  on  Sunday,  November  28  the 
first  program  was  made  up  of  students 
from  many  departments  of  the  school 
speaking  on  "My  Chosen  Vocation's  Place 
in  Christianity."  At  6:30  Monday  morn- 
ing the  service  was  led  by  the  Rev.  Fred 
Stair,  pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Church,  Hickory.  "A  Lantern  In  the  Dark- 
ness" was  the  theme  for  the  9:50  service 
held  in  Saint  Andrews,  the  College 
church.  Rev.  Hoefler  was  the  speaker.  A 
panel  discussion  was  held  Monday  even- 
ing on  "Christ,  the  World,  and  Lenoir 
Rhyne  College." 

Tuesday  morning,  Rev.  Hoefler  used 
as  his  theme,  "A  Bushel  of  Time."  During 
the  evening  the  panel  discussion  was  con- 
tinued. The  topic  for  Wednesday  morn- 
ing was  "The  Longest  Stride  of  Soul."

FOOTBALL  BEARS  CAN  GO  ONLY  ONE  WAY-UP 


Although  suffering  a  meager  2-7-1 
mark  for  the  season,  the  Lenoir  Rhyne 
Bears  nevertheless  showed  marked  im- 
provement over  last  season's  aggregation 
which  took   four   victories. 

The  Bears  this  season  seemed  to  follow 
a  definite  pattern  in  all  their  defeats, 
never  losing  a  contest  by  more  than  one 
touchdown  and  twice  by  only  the  point 
after   touchdown. 

Coach  Stasavich's  boys  opened  their 
1954  campaign  by  walloping  the  Newport 
News  Apprentice  School  32-0  to  indicate 
they  were  on  the  upswing  once  again. 
In  that  contest,  freshman  Ronnie  Hoffman 
made  his  collegiate  debut  by  scoring 
two  touchdowns,  one  on  a  34  yard  gallop. 

Then  came  East  Carolina,  last  year's 
champs  and  favored  again  this  year  even 
without  the  services  of  their  great 
quarterback,  Dick  Cherry.  The  Bears  were 
thwarted  several  times  close  to  the  Pirate 
goal  and  failed  to  boot  the  extra  point 
which   eventually    cost   them    a   tie. 

Traveling  to  Newberry,  the  Bruins 
turned  in  a  great  offensive  show  to  dead- 
lock the  favored  Indians  13-13  led  by  the 
running  and  passing  of  fullback  Mike 
Glover  and  tailback  Bill  Ackard.  The 
Bears  outgained  the  Newberry  outfit  223 
yards  to  93  on  the  ground. 

Getting  back  into  family  action  the 
next  week  against  the  North  State 
Champions  to  be,  Appalachian,  the  Bruins 
fell  behind  21-0  going  into  the  last  quarter 
but  put  on  a  rally  which  almost  netted 
them  a  tie.  Ackard  starting  the  agate 
rolling  with  a  brilliant  90  yard  pass  in- 
terception runback  and  then  sparked  the 
Bears  to  another  score.  With  only  seconds 
left  in  the  tilt,  the  Bears  moved  to  the 
App  one  foot  line  but  time  ran  out,  the 
locals   losing   21-14. 

Guilford  supplied  the  biggest  surprise 
of  the  season  by  edging  the  Bruins  14-7 
with  the  Bears  offense  held  to  a  minimum 
that  day.  Lenoir  Rhyne  scored  on  the 
second  play  from  scrimmage  when  Hoff- 
man plucked  a  Quaker  fumble  in  midair 
and   romped    40   yards   to    paydirt. 

Then  came  the  Homecoming  thriller 
with  the  Catamounts  of  Western  Carolina. 
The  Bears  took  a  quick  two  touchdown 
lead    in    the    first    stanza    and    appeared

headed  for  their  first  loop  win  but  great 
running  by  Catamount  halfback  Jim 
Garrison  and  Tommy  Lewis'  passing  net- 
ted the  Cullowhee  boys  three  scores  and 
Terry  Swanger  booted  three  PAT'S  for 
the  winning  margin,  21-19. 

Walter  Cornwell  blossomed  into  fame 
in  the  next  game  against  Emory  &  Henry, 
knocking  off  two  long  dashes  and  picking 
up  90  yards  from  scrimmage  to  lead  the 
hungry  Bears  to  a  20-7  win  over  the  hap- 
less Wasps.  The  passing  of  Mike  Glover 
also   featured. 

After  the  Emory  &  Henry  victory,  the 
Bears  suffered  three  consecutive  losses 
to  end  the  season.  Wofford  supplied  the 
opposition  the  next  weekend  and  the 
powerful  Terriers  were  pushed  all  the 
way  to  edge  the  Bruins  21-13.  Glover 
and  Harold  Bullard,  a  pair  of  hard  run- 
ning fullbacks,  led  the  Bear  ground  game 
in  that  contest  but  Wofford  came  up  with 
two    halfback    aces    in    Bobby    Hazle    and 
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B.  B.  Stevens,  who  pestered  the  Bears 
all    afternoon. 

Lenoir  Rhyne  took  a  first  quarter  6-0 
lead  over  Elon  at  Burlington  but  fell 
victim  to  a  final  quarter  onslaught  by 
the  Christians  which  saw  them  score  two 
touchdowns  to  clinch  the  game  and  also 
second    place   in   the    conference. 

In  the  season's  final  at  Salisbury,  the 
Bears  met  the  injury  riddled  Catawba 
Indians  but  Thanksgiving  proved  fatal 
to  Lenoir  Rhyne  as  Catawba  scored  the 
first  two  times  they  were  handed  the 
ball  and  held  on  the  last  half  to  down  the 
Bears  14-7.  The  Bears  could  net  but  65 
total  yards  in  that  contest,  most  of  it 
in  the   last  half. 

Flanker  Bob  Sherrill  of  Hickory  fin- 
ished out  a  great  gridiron  career  at  Lenoir 
Rhyne  this  year,  serving  as  Tri-Captain. 
Almost  a  sure  bet  to  gain  all-loop  honors, 
Sherrill  broke  the  pass  catching  record 
for  one  season  by  snaring  31  tosses  for 
326  yards.  The  record  was  formerly  held 
by  Giles  Setzer  with  27. 

Sherrill,  tackle  Gene  Frye,  guards  Jack 
Barringer  and  Dick  Gantt,  and  center 
Dave  Kunkler  were  the  defensive  main- 
stays for  the  1954  Bears.  Several  injuries 
proved  costly  this  year  also  with  Jerry 
Mauldin,  Gantt,  Bob  Henry,  Tony 
DeAngelo,  Leveo  Sperotto,  Cornwell,  and 
Leon  Harrington  all  being  out  at  one 
time  or  another. 

Several  frosh  also  made  their  debut  in 
fine  style.  In  addition  to  Hoffman,  Ackard, 
and  Bullard,  the  Bears  also  received  fine 
performances   from    Sperotto,   ends   Hume 


Collins  and  Jack  Mullen,  and  backs  Dean 
Cline   and  Will  Rogers.
